DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group II, claims 27-40 in the reply filed on 
04/02/2007 is acknowledged. Note that claim 53 is depend on a non-elected claim 24; 
as a result of claim 53 should be withdrawn from consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 27-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Berg 
etal. (U.S. 6,508,252). 

Note that figures 1-27 of Berg et al. discloses a balloon barrier (270) having a 
recessible surface which is adapted to conform to and seal against in the surface 
of the blood vessel wall (12) to define the working space at an anastomotic site; a 
catheter (272) having the balloon barrier (270) disposed on the its distal end; 
wherein the distal end of the catheter (272) is curved (as shown in figure 26); and 
furthermore, a tether (74) connected to a needle (72,70) such that the tether (74) 
is adapted to be passed through the anastomotic site wall (12). 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Houser et al. (U.S. 6,293,955) discloses a bypass graft and 
securing system.
